(54) PORTABLE TELEPHONE ALARMING DEVICE 

(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To detect radio waves originated from 
a portable telephone and to issue an alarm to the user based on 
them by discriminating the intensity of received radio waves and 
performing alarm display and alarming by voice corresponding to the 
result of the discrimination. 

SOLUTION: An antenna 1 receives transmission radio waves from 
the portable telephone, a radio part 2 demodulates the transmission 
radio waves and a control part 3 discriminates the intensity of the 
demodulated radio waves. An alarm lamp 4 is lighted while being 
rotated when the control part 3 judges that the received radio 
waves are originated from the portable telephone. An alarm message 
generation part 5 generates an alarm message to be issued by the 
voice simultaneously with the lighting of the alarm lamp 4 when the 
control part 3 judges that the received radio waves are originated 
from the portable telephone. A speaker 6 outputs the voice 
prepared by the alarm message generation part 5. Thus, in a place 
inside a hospital or the like, the alarm is automatically issued to the 
user of the portable telephone. 
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
